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DECEMBER  TRADE  IN  U.S.  LIVESTOCK, 
MEAT  EXCEEDED  YEAR-EARLIER  LEVEL 


Exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  were 
valued  at  $136.7  million  in  December — 12  percent  above 
the  level  of  the  same  month  in  1974.  A  greater  volume  of 
beef,  veal,  and  pork  exported  to  Japan  provided  most  of 
the  December  gains. 

Tallow  and  grease  exports  declined  by  about  27  percent 
from  December  1974  levels  to  164  million  pounds.  Sharp 
competition  from  vegetable  oils  in  both  the  European 
Community  and  Japan  accounted  for  the  decline  in  tallow 
and  grease  exports. 


December  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products 
were  valued  at  $158.5  million — 18  percent  above  the  level 
of  a  year  earlier.  An  increase  in  live  cattle  imports  from 
Canada  and  Mexico  provided  most  of  the  gains.  Imports  of 
meats  subject  to  the  Meat  Import  Law  totaled  68.5  million 
pounds  in  December— 37  million  pounds  below  December 
1974  entries.  Limits  placed  on  Australian  imports  in 
November  1975  accounted  for  most  of  the  reduction  in 
December  imports  compared  with  entries  in  December 
1974.
